truth  tliat  needs  s|>ecial  eiupliasis  at  sper-ial  times,  ^du  iiave  done  well,  there- 
fore, in  making  it  the  inspirinj;  motive  of  youi-  corporate  fellowshi])  as  you  go 
out  to  serve  the  Lord  in  tlie  lUTsent  critical  condition  of  the  world. 

The  Ohi  Testanu'iit  saints  <n)\  their  strength  from  a  n-ali/.ation  of  tlu'  fact 
that  (lod  never  vacates  His  thi-oiie.  Clouds  and  darkness  may  he  round  about 
Him,  as  they  are  to-day,  hut  righteousness  and  justice  are  the  foiuidation  of  His 
throne  (Psa.  97:2,  R.V.).  All  the  conllicts  that  give  rise  to  clouds  and  darkness 
are  ultimately  to  issue  in  the  establishment  of  I'ighteousness  and  justice.  The 
New  Testament  siiows  that  this  is  to  be  accomi»lislied  by  the  work  of  the 
Redeemer.  The  theme  of  the  Hallelujah  (Mioi'us  which  .lohn  heard  the  heavenly 
choii's  sing  when  they  acclaimed  the  Redeemer's  triumph  in  the  Patmos  vision 
was.  "Tlie  Loi'd  (iod  omni])o1i'n1   I'cigneth"  (Rev.  !!):<). 

How  is  (iod  exercising  this  reign  of  His  in  this  age  of  ours.'  Through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus  told  the  Jews  that  the  Father  was  not  exercising 
judgment  Himself,  but  had  committed  all  judgment  unto  the  Son  (Jno.  5:22). 
He  told  the  discii)les  just  before  His  ascension  that  all  authority  had  been  given 
to  Him  ill  heaven  and  on  earth  (Matt.  2^:1<S).  Paul  declared  that  He  must  reign 
till  He  has  ])ut  all  enemies  under  His  feet   (1  Cor.  l."):2.')). 

This,  then,  is  what  the  Lord  is  doing  in  the  i)resen1  Christian  age.  He  is 
administering  the  righteousness  of  (Jod  and  the  justice  of  (Jod.  The  judgments 
that  are  in  the  earth  to-day  are  His  judgments.  All  tliis  is  implied  in  your  text.

This  is  a  strcny:th- 
oninii'  thouiihl.  It  contains  the 
idea  Of  Ps.  29 :  10  that  tin-  Lord 
sittoth  U{)()n  the  Hoods.  It  is 
difficult  to  see  tliis  truth  1o-da\- 
as  it  was  difficult  in  the  days  of 
the  Old  Testament  captivity  and 
the  days  of  Nero  and  Diocli'tian. 
And  yet,  did  not  this  very  idea 
come  out  of  such  times  of  suf- 
ferinij-  and   foi'titude? 

This  also  is  a  woi'd  ot'  hojx'. 
Many  of  the  <i'raduates  of  this 
year  are  exix'ctinii'  to  tio  oxer- 
seas  to  serve  the  Lord.  How 
shall  they  ]>roeeed .'  They  an- 
swer, "The  Lord  reiiiueth"". 
And  while  doors  oi'  Christian 
service  are  everywhere  closing-, 
they  are  assured  by  this  promise 
that  "faithful  is  lie  who  has 
called  you,  who  also  will  i>er- 
form  it""  —I  Thess.  5:24.

Even  though  in  His  wise  and 
sovereign  i)rovidence  His  judgments 
must  go  abroad ;  even  though  all  na- 
tions seem  to  be  engulfed  in  the  fury 
of  the  sifting  process,  yet  not  one  of 
His  children  shall  i)erish.  Of  course, 
it  does  not  mean  that  we  can  ex])ect 
to  escape  our  share  of  suft'ering  and 
sacrifice,  but  it  tloes  mean  that 
through  all  these  things  we  shall  be 
"more  than  coiKpiei'ors  through  Him 
that  loved  us."  Still  fui'ther.  it 
means  that  no  service  we  seek  to  fulfil 
for  His  sake,  however  humble  or  in- 
significant it  may  seem  to  l)e,  will  be 
wasted.  It  will  accomplish  His  ])ur- 
po.se  who  has  alri>ady  "created  us  in 
Christ  Jesus  for  good  woi'ks.  which 
God  afoi'e  i)repared  that  we  should 
walk  in  them."
